The total quantity of yarn spun during the month under review amounted to 77 million 
lbs and that of woven goods to 57 million lbs, as compared with 90 and 62 million lbs, 
respectively, in the corresponding month of the iireceding year, showing a decrease of 14 per 
cent in the case of yarn, and 9 per cent in the case of woven goods. 

In the three months, September to November, 1933, i.e , from the beginning of the cotton 
year 1933>34, quantity of yam spun amounted to 227 million lbs and that of woven goods to 
166 million lbs, as against 262 and IS I million lbs, respectively, in the corresponding period of 
the preceding year. 


In the eiglit months, April to November, 1933, tho quantities manufactured were 612 
million lbs of yam and 423 million lbs of woven goods. These figures are compared in the 
staiement below with those for the corresponding periods of the preceding years : — -

Tho exports of the Indian yarn by sea from British India to foreign countries during the 
oight months, April to November, 1933, were 11 million lbs, as compared with 9 and 14 million 
||^s, in the corresiiondmg periods of 1932 and 1931 respectively. 

The quantity of coarse, medium, and fine yarns produced in Indian mills is compared below TABLES 
with the quantity imported by sea from foreign countries during November and the eight 
months April to November, 1932 and 1933. The production of coarse yarn (Nos. 1 to 25) m 
the month of November, 1933, was 58 million lbs, and the imports of the same counts v ere 
35,000 lbs only ; the production of medium counts (Nos. 26 to 40) was 16 million lbs, and of 
line counts (above No. 40) 3,214,000 lbs as against 1,306,000 lbs, and 506,000 lbs respectively, 
of imported yarn of the same counts.
